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$105,000.000

Horner & Shifrin Rec- 
ommends MSD Vote 
in 1962 on Funds to 
Build Sewage Plants, 
Other Facilities. 


A bond issue of $105,000,000 for 
pollution abatement in the Mis- 
sissippi river should be sub- 
mitted to a vote next year, it 
was recommended by Horner & 
Shifrir, consulting engineering 
firm, in a report today to the 
Metropolitan Sewer District. 


The bond issue funds would 
pay for purchase of property, 
construction of large sewage 
treatment plants, contingencies, 
engineering and overhead ex- 
penses and to accommodate pos- 
sible delays in financing and 
construction. 

If the bond issue is approved 
by district voters in 1962 and the 
major interception and treat- 
ment works are vompleted by - 
1967, the report estimated total 
cost of the project at $94,699,000. 
The higher figure was recom- 
mended to take into account pos- 
sible delays in the proposed 
project. 

Residents in the Coldwater 
creek watershed and_ those 
served by Kirkwood Plant No. 
® in the southwest corner of the 
municipality on Sugar creek 
would not participate in the pro- 
posed bond issue vote. The pro- 
posal would be submitted to all 
other voters within the Metro- 
politan Sewer District. 

U.S. Concern Voiced, 


Federal officials 
serious concern last June over 
failure of the sewer district to 
provide funds for an early start 
on measures to control pollution 


in the Mississippi river at St. | 


Louis. 

Under active consideration | 
then was whether the Federal 
Government should withdraw its 
approval of a two-year-old vol- 
untary cleanup program being 
followed by the district. Com- 
pulsory measures would be sub- 
stituted if the approval were 
withdrawn. 


The possibility of compulsory | 
measures resulted from the ac- | 


tion of the district’s board of 
trustees in killing part of a pro- | 
posed tax earmarked for acqui- | 
sition of sites for sewage treat- 
ment plants and other remedial 
stens. 

The report by the consulting 
engineering firm was the sec- 
ond of three to be made relating 
to the study of pollution abate- 
mént for the part of the Metro- 
politan. Sewer District lying 
within the Mississippi river wa- 
tershed. It outlined the develop- 
ment of a recommended plan for 
pollution abatement. 

Two Plants Proposed. 

The report recommended 
construction of two large sewage 
treatment plants, one of which 
would serve the northern part of | 
the watershed and the other the | 
southern part.

EDWARDS AIR FORCE 
BASE, Calif., March 30 (AP)— 
An X-15 rocket plane soared to- 
day to more than 31 miles above 
the earth—the highest altitude 
yet achieved on a manned flight.

ARMS CARRIED BY’ 
AMERICAN FIRMS 


Controls Now ¢ cae wy 
Ships and Planes 
Departing From Any 
Nation — Exception 
for U.N. Requests. 


WASHINGTON, March 30 

(UPI)—The United States an- 
nounced today new controls to 
prevent private American ships 
and planes from taking arms to 
The Congo. 
The Department of Commerce 
announced regulations making it 
a crime for United States com- 
mercial carriers to transport 
arms from any point in the 
world to The Congo except un- 
der special United States li- 
censes. 

Officials indicated licenses 
would be issued only for arms 
shipments requested by the Unit- 
ed Nations. 

The order resulted from the 
Feb. 17 disclosure by U.N. Am- 
bassador Adlai Stevenson that 
an American air freight line had 
shipped three French jet train- 
ers to The Congo’s Katanga 
province. - 

Previous controls on military 
shipments to The Congo applied 
only to export from the United 
States. The new order extends 
this to cover shipments from 
third countries by United States 
lines.

LEOPOLDVILLE, The Congo,

BELGRADE, March 30 (AP)— 
Enver Hoxha, secretary general 
Albania’s Communist party, 
refused to attend a Warsaw Pact 
conference in Moscow this week 
because he feared for his life, a 
foreign diplomatic source said 
today. 

The head of the Communist 
outpost on the Mediterranean 
was said to have avoided the 
conference because of a bitter 
dispute with Premier Khrush- 
chev in Moscow last November. 
The diplomat gave this account: 

Sharp words flew between the 
two Communist leaders, con- 
cluded by Khrushchev, who went 
pale and then angry red as he 
shouted at Hoxha: 

“Comrade Ho 
poured a bucket of dung on me 
and you will have to wash it 
off.’’ 

Hoxha had called Khrushchev 
a traitor to the Communist idea, 
a weakling end a revisionist—the 
latter the worst word that one 
Communist can hurl at another. 


The exchange occurred at the 
meeting of representatives of 
world Communist parties. After 
the meeting, Hoxha and Mehmet 
Shehu, Albanian premier, went 
to the Albanian embassy in Mos- 
cow instead of to the govern-

2 Inadequacy of roads, orig- 
inally designed for limited uses 
in farm areas, to meet the needs 
of urban use. 

$.Strip-type commercial 
uses of land straddling county 
traffic arteries, thereby causing 
congestion and hazardous driving 
conditions. 

4. Public facilities inadequate 
to meet the needs of the rapidly 
developing areas. 

5. Uncontrolled growth which 
has: overrun lands needed for 
cultural, recreational and other 
“open space”’ facilities. 

6. Waste and inefficiency re- 
sulting from absence of co-ordi- 
nated development of public fa- 
cilities. 

7. The ‘‘lack of sense of com- 
munity identity,”’ which ‘‘dis- 
courages local responsibility and 
interest.”’ 

Necessary First Step. 

The ‘land-use plan would not 
provide solutions for all these 
problems, but it is a necessary 
first step toward a “‘comprehen- 
sive plan’ that would, county 
planning director Hermann F. 
Wagner said today. 

“The land-use pattern must be 
established before we will know 
where roads, parks, schools and 
other facilities will be needed,”’ 
he said.

Over to Inexperienced Persons 
Would Be Tragic. 


United States Senator Stuart 
Symington (Dem.), Missouri, 
urged last night re-election of 
Mayor Raymond R,. Tucker to 
assure that St. Louis will con- 
tinue to move forward. 

Symington said in a television 
address that turning over the 
city’s government to inexperi- 
enced persons at such an im- 
portant moment in St. Louis his 
tory would be tragic. 

“Decisions made in these next 
four years will determine wheth- 
er St. Louis will continue the 
gains made during the past dec- 
ade,’ Symington said, ‘gains 
that have helped us weather the 
present recession, gains that will 
mean better homes, more in- 
dustry, more construction and 
therefore more and better em- 
ployment for the people of our 
community.” 

Missouri's senior Senator prais- 
ed the spirit with which Tucker 
has undertaken projects requir- 
ing co-operative efforts of the 
federal and local governments. 
He cited the Mill Creek Valley 
project, the Jefferson National 
Expansion Memorial and the 
Webbe Apariments as examples 
of successful co-operation 

Respected in Washington. 

“Il know of no man who is 
more respected in Washington 
than Mayor Ray Tucker,” Sy 
mington said 

Tucker continued today his 
criticism of Republican cam- 
paign tactics. In a statement, the 
Mayor said the G.O.P. cam- 
paign, “which has featured il- 
legal potted trees on downtown 
streets, improper invasion of the 
Election Board's office and ri- 
diculous marches.on City Hall, 
is a poor substitute for an intel- 
ligent discussion of the issues 
and the qualifications of the 
candidates."

The Secretary’s statement ap- 
peared designed to’ offset the 
United States difference at the 
conference with france, which 
insisted on taking a softer line 
than the United States favored.

New knowledge about en- 
zymes enables some heart and 
liver diseases to be detected 
through simple blood tests, Ken- 
neth F. Gregory, a Canadian 
microbiologist, said today at a 
meeting of the American Chem- 
ical Society. 

The organization's eight-day 
annual program will conclude 
this afternoon. More than 5700 
chemists and chemical engineers 
have attended sessions in Kiel 
Auditorium. ; 

Gregory said it has been 
shown that several enzymes ex- 
ist in multiple forms in single 
animal tissues and that with 
one type of enzyme the pattern 
differs in each body organ. | 
Clinical tests indicate that en- 
zymes are released into the 
blood stream by an organ when 
it is damaged, he continued. 


“Blood tests can therefore 
serve to identify an injured or- 
gan, and they are especially 
suitable for the detection of 
heart and liver damage,” he 
said. 


Reaction to Heat. 


Gregory, associate professor of 
microbiology at the Ontario Ag- 
ricultural College, said simple | 
diagnostic tests for liver or heart 
damage are possible because of 
the contrasting manner in which 
the enzyme form reacts to heat. 
The new knowledge is also ex- 
pected to prove important in the 
study of evolution ang in investi- 
gating genetic relationships 
among, tribes of people, he said. 

Dr. Charles H. Duncan, a 
member of the faculty of the 
University of Louisville School of 
Medicine, reported yesterday 
that blood cholesterol has been 
lowered by as much as 20 per

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Hams, Turkeys 
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Traditional Easter Foods Abundant 


Reasonable ; 
Eggs a Bargain

GOOD NEWS for Easter food 
shoppers—this week's list of 
values includes many of the 
traditional items for the holiday. 
So many, in fact, that a very 
special Easter feast need not 
make a disastrous dent in the 
budget. 

Hams of all kinds and styles 
are ample, with prices quite 
reasonable. Turkeys are an ex- 
céllent value. Chickens, including 
finé roasting chickens, are at- 
tractively priced. 

Lamb, a ‘“‘must” in many 
homes for Easter, is in abundant 
supply with quality all that one 
could ask. Incidentally, this 
year’s crop of genuine spring 
lambs is just starting to come to 
market. They are not plentiful 
enough to be readily available 
arid prices are still very high, 
but here is proof we are on the 
threshold of the season. 

Ham is not the only value in 
the pork family; also look for 
buys in pork roasts, loins and 
bacon. You also may find some 
attractive prices on the better 
grades of beef. 

The real bargain for Easter is 
to be found in eggs. Big, white 
ones of fancy quality are being 
offered at prices which will 
make them an outstanding buy. 
Even the homemaker on a 
limited budget can afford to use 
them freely for her Easter 
baking as well as to paint or dye 
for.the youngsters. 

In addition to the Easter egg 
hunt, they can be used to make 
inexpensive and attractive dec- 
orations such as this basket 


filled with bright eggshell 
flowers, pussy willows and an 
“egghead” fan doll. A little in- 
genuity, some inexpensive ma- 
terials such as pipe cleaners, 
crepe paper and fancy sequins 
will make this. gay bouquet at 
very little cost. 


NOW LET’S CHECK the other 
essentials for your Easter din- 
ner: If ham is your choice, 
chances are you will want sweet 
potatoes. The fancy ones will 
cost you a pretty penny, but 
those not quite so select are 
reasonably priced. 

Asparagus, fresh and green, is 
the very essence of spring and 
by this very virtue seems right 
for Easter. The season is not 
yet in full swing but asparagus 
of excellent quality is available. 
The jumbo size is high, but 
smaller sizes are not too far out 
of line. 

Artichokes, another vegetable 
with a festive air, are plentiful 
and prices are reasonable al- 
though sizes are small.. 

Cauliflower is especially popu- 
lar in the St. Louis area. There 
is a wide range in cost on this 
vegetable, depending upon size, 
but on an over-all basis prices 
a@re not excessive. 

Yellow corn from Florida is in 
the moderate-to-high bracket, the 
quality quite satisfactory. 

Salads are an important part 
of any holiday meal. Iceberg 
lettuce is one of the week’s good 
buys, with prices much im- 
proved. Field leaf lettuce from 
Florida is high. Endive, escarole 
and romaine are moderate in 
cost and sparkling with fresh- 
ness. 

A salad of avocado and grape- 
fruit, dressed with oil and vine- 
gar, is one of the nicest with 
ham, lamb or poultry. Grape- 
fruit is modestly priced, avoca- 
dos moderate to high. 

California navel oranges are 
quite expensive, but those from 
Florida and Texas pose no prob- 
lem. Fresh pineapples can give 
a flavor lift to salads, fruit cups 
or desserts at low prices. 

Don’t forget the garnishes—the 
parsley, watercress and radishes, 
all quite reasonable.

Ham, Lamb or Turkey 


For Your Easter Dinner 


HERE’S AN EASTER Parade 
of foods from which to make 
your choice—the traditional ham, 
delicately flavored lamb, or a 
golden brown turkey. It’s not 
an easy choice. Every bit as 
difficult as picking an Easter hat 
from stores filled with fluffy, 
flowery chapeaus. The three 
were lined up here for your con- 
sideration, so that you might 
ponder which will grace your 
table this Sunday. 


Will it be a whole ham, glisten- 
ing with a glaze? Fine, if you 
are serving a large group. If 
your family is small, perhaps a 
half ham is a better buy for you; 
it can be decorated and gar- 
nished quite as effectively as a 
whole one. Glazed or served with 
a sauce, a pretty fancy ham can 
be turned out by even an in- 
experienced cook. 

Hams come in as many styles 
as Easter suits these days. Best 
advice is to follow directions on 
the label for preparing the type 
you have purchased. 

As a general rule of thumb, 
both “fully cooked’’ or .*‘gook 
before eating’? hams are placed 
fat side up on a rack in an open 
roasting pan; no water or cover 
is added. Heat fully cooked or 
canned hams in a 325-degree 
oven to 130 degrees internal tem- 
perature. A cook-before-eating 
ham should be cooked to an 
internal temperature of 160 de- 
grees. If you don’t have a meat 
thermometer, the following chart 
may be helpful:

A simple glaze may be added 
to the ham about one-half hour 
before the baking time is ended. 
Brown sugar moistened with 
honey and lightly seasoned with 
ground cloves is excellent, or 
spread the scored surface with 
fruit preserves (cherry, peach, 
orange marmalade, etc.) and 
stud with whole cloves. 

If you prefer, score but don’t 
glaze the ham, then serve with 
a sauce such as these. 


Clear Cherry Sauce. 

Two cups sirup-pack cherries. 

Three-fourths cup cherry juice. 

One and one-half tablespoons 
cornstarch. 

One-fourth cup lemon juice. 

Stick cinnamon (take out to 
serve). 

Several drops red food coloring.

Combine all ingredients in 
small saucepan and cook until 
thickened, stirring constantly.

One can (11 ounces) mandarin 
oranges. 

Three-fourths cup orange juice. 

One teaspoon soy sauce. 

Two teaspoons lemon juice. 

One tablespoon cornstarch. 

Two tablespoons brown sugar. 

One-half teaspoon ginger. 

One banana, sliced. 

Four maraschino cherries, 
sliced. 


Drain oranges and reserve 
liquid. Combine mandarin orange 
liquid, orange juice, soy sauce 
and lemon juice in a saucepan. 

Mix cornstarch, brown sugar 
and ginger and add to orange 
juice mixture. Cook, stirring con- 
stantly, until thickened. Fold in 
mandarin oranges, banana slices 
and cherry slices.

Before roasting, rub the sur- 
face with a mixture of herbs. 
The one shown in the upper 


right of this photograph was| 
rubbed with a mixture of one-| 
fourth teaspoon leef oregano, | 
one-half teaspoon sweet basil 
leaf, one teaspoon dry mustard 
and one crushed bay leaf. An- 
other good combination is ground 
rosemary, paprika, sweet basil, 
salt and pepper. 

A six-pound leg of lamb roast- 
ed uncovered in a slow oven 
(325 degrees) will be well done 
in about three and one-half 
hours. Add one hour for a well- 
done leg weighing eight pounds. 

Serve with minted pineapple 
or mint jelly, and do be sure to 
carve the lamb into thin slices.

INCREASE IN FUNDS 
‘FOR OCEAN STUDY 


WASHINGTON, March 30 (AP) 
—President Kennedy asked 
Congress yesterday for more 
money to study the oceans.

The ‘Lindy’ Campaign 

Mayor Tucker has a long record of civic 
service by which to be judged in his campaign 
for re-election. Ben H. Lindenbusch, his Re- 
publican opponent,’ has no such record; he 
has never served on a citizens’ committee, a 
board of freeholders, an advisory group, or 
in any other activity relating to city govern- 
ment. He must, therefore, be judged pri- 
marily by the kind of campaign he puts on, 
and that we find disappointing. 

A certain amount of exaggeration, inac- 
curacy and hyperbole is to be expected in the 
heat of a campaign, and must be discounted. 
But the Lindenbusch campaign has reached 
such extremes that it has become an affront 
to the people of St. Louis. One reason for this, 
no doubt, is the participation of outsiders 
from Michigan and Washington who care 
nothing about St. Louis and are only here 
to seek a surprise victory which they hope 
would open the checkbooks of contributors 
to the 1962 congressional campaign. Their 
target is not only Mayor Tucker but President 
Kennedy. 


It is astonishing, for example, to find Mr. 
Lindenbusch, in his quest for Negro votes, 
baldly declaring that Mayor Tucker has 
“never spoken a word in favor of” a public 
accommodations bil] to eliminate racial dis- 
crimination in hotels and restaurants. The 
truth is that this bill was a part of the Mayor's 
own program, was formulated and pushed by 
his own Council on Human Relations, The 
truth is that in 1956 Mr. Tucker made a rare 
personal speech before the Board of Alder- 
men urging its passage, and that he has since 
publicly supported the bill many times. 

“Women are not safe on the streets of St. 
Louis,” says Mr. Lindenbusch, promising to 
provide better police protection, to “person- 
ally see that you are protected!” The insinua- 
tion is that the Mayor has allowed rapists to 
roam the streets. The police are controlled 
not by the Mayor, but by a board appointed 
by the Governor. The Mayor is an ex-officio 
member of the board, but the real authority 
and responsibility for police service rests with 
the Governor’s four appointees, as it has since 
1876. 


“People are leaving the city in search of 
work and better conditions,” says Mr. Linden- 
busch, and he promises: “I will go out per- 
sonally and bring thousands of jobs to St. 
Louis.” Our own guess is that more people 
come to St. Louis seeking jobs than leave for 
this reason. In any event, Mr. Lindenbusch’s 
promise of personal action to create new jobs 
would be more impressive if he had ever 
done anything as a private citizen to spur 
the community’s industrial development. 
When the talk gets down to cases, he is found 
advocating a state law to permit the city to 
issue revenue bonds for industrial develop- 
ment—apparently not knowing that the city 
already has this power under a constitutional 
amendment adopted last November.

Subsidized rental projects were completed 
before the Mill Creek clearance was started, 
and space in them still is available for the 
needy. A careful study showed that virtually 
all Mill Creek families now are better housed. 
At the request of Mayor Tucker, the building 
and loan associations already have created a 
special fund to finance housing loans in the 
city on special terms. The simple truth is that 
Mayor Tucker has done as much as any 
Mayor could do, and more than most would 
do, to rebuild St. Louis handsomely, on a 
scale and at a pace that is the envy of other 
cities. 

Mayor Tucker's ‘record recommends him 
over Mr. Lindenbusch’s record. And the 
nature of Mr. Lindenbusch’s campaign has 
failed to demonstrate qualities of character 
and insight that would offset his deficiencies 
in experience and publie service. The silly 
stunts, such as his campaign workers’ setting 
out trees downtown and his amusing appro- 
priation of the name “Lindy,” add nothing 
but diversion. In sum, Mr. Lindenbusch, 
having waged a nasty and irresponsible cam- 
paign, does not deserve to be considered for 
the office of Mayor. He does not nearly 
measure up. 


Tax the Survivor? 


The public has not heard much about a 
Missouri Senate bill to extend the state inheri- 
tance tax to property held jointly. Under this 
bill a widow, for example, would have to pay 
the tax for “inheriting” a home, or savings 
accounts, or other property placed in her 
name as well as in her husband’s. Moreover, 
she would have to probate the estate. This 
might be a boon to some lawyers, but it would 
increase the costs of many persons when they 
could least afford it. The public has not heard 
much of this measure, and probably would 
_be satisfied never to hear of it again. 


The Issue in Ferguson 


The Council-Manager form of local govern- 
ment is so particularly well adapted to\the 
needs of suburban communities such as those 
in St. Louis county that it is distressing to 
see the concept under attack, as it is in Fer- 
guson, one of the county's half dozen man- 
ager cities. 

Ferguson voters will have a chance Tues- 
day to turn back the challenge of a Council 
elique that forced the resignation of a capable 
City Manager; that has submitted five Charter 
amendments to weaken the position of future 
managers, and that has given every sign of 
antipathy to the form of government that 
makes their City Charter so exemplary. 


Happily, the Citizens’ Committee that 
helped bring the Charter into being, thereby 
pushing Ferguson into the front rank of for- 
ward-looking communities, is opposing the 
amendments and is backing a full slate of 
pro-Charter Council candidates. They are: 
John Shepardson, First Ward; Russell Clark, 
Second, and Kenneth Spellmeyer, Third. | 

The issue in Ferguson is crystal clear: Shall 
the community be run by a Council that 
understands the Council-Manager principle and 
wants to see it work? Or'shall the Council 
and the community be turned over to those 


who want City Hall run on the basis of favors, 
cronyism, patronage and precinct politics? 
Friends of government throughout the 
county will be watching the election outcome 
in Ferguson with more than a little interest 


SEATO’s Resolve 


The resolution on Laos of the eight-nation 
Southeast Asia Treaty Organization defers to 
the position of the French, and should be 
regarded as notice to the world that SEATO 
is in fact an international grouping and not 
a mere mouthpiece for United States policy. 
Apparently the United States wanted a 
stronger stand, but.there is intrinsic merit in 
the view of the French, the former colonial 
masters of Laos. | 

French Foreign Minister Maurice Couve de 
Murville argued that the proposed American 
draft, which would have warned the Soviet 
Union that SEATO troops would fight if peace 
negotiations failed, would antagonize the 
Russians at a time when there was a prospect 
they would accept the Western proposal for a 
Laotian cease-fire and political conference. 
The French-supported declaration that finally 
emerged was that if the Communists continue 
their military efforts to obtain control of Laos 
SEATO will take “whatever action may be 
appropriate in the circumstances.” 

Appropriate action could include armed 
intervention, of course. And as a practical 
matter the Communists, who have delayed a 
reply to the Western proposal, will analyze 
the temper of the SEATO meeting as well as 
the text of the resolution. There seems to 
have been a good deal of unanimity among 
the nations of the alliance, and the Russians 
will take this into account. There does not 
appear to have been a need for excessive 
saber-rattling. 

This is particularly true because of the 
relationship between SEATO and Laos. The 
little kingdom is not a member of SEATO, 
and SEATO is technically authorized to go 
to the assistance of Laos only if the Laotian 
government calls for help. Thus far it has 
not done so. In the absence of that request 
and in view of all the circumstances, the 
French viewpoint is a wise one and it is for- 
tunate that it prevailed. 


‘Yes’ on the City Charter 


St. Louis voters will get a second chance 
Tuesday to close a loophole in the City Char- 
ter that permits thany service-type businesses 
to escape the full effect of the merchants and 
manufacturers license tax. An amendment 
that would correct this condition will be on 
the ballot at the municipal election; it will 
appear at the bottom left of the voting ma- 
chines, below the list of School Board candi- 
dates. Both Mayor Tucker and his Republican 
opponent, Ben H. Lindenbusch, favor its adop- 
tion. 

This is precisely the same proposal that 
narrowly failed of adoption last November. 
it attracted a majority of the votes cast, but 
not quite the three-fifths majority necessary 
to amend the Charter. In its present form the 
Charter tends to compel some merchants to 
bear an unfair share of the burden of busi- 
ness taxation, particularly old-line firms. This 
is because the Missouri Supreme Court has 
held that the tax can be levied only on those 
kinds of businesses that are specifically 
enumerated in the 1914 Charter; these num- 
ber about 88. The amendment would increase 
the list to about 600, including many service 
firms that were not even in existence when 
the Charter was drafted. 

In itself the amendment will not increase 
taxes by one penny. It is an enabling measure. 
It would permit the Aldermen to act. And 
this of course must be based on considera- 
tions of desirability, and it also must take 
into account any possible constitutional im- 
munity. The Aldermen can move only after 
following proper procedure, including public 
hearings. In the long run the amendment 
ought to improve the city’s business climate 
by providing for more equitable taxation in 
this area of activity. We recommend its adop- 
tion. 


Wail of the Wounded 


What is it that haberdashers have against 
their fellow men? Why, in this day when 
goods are packaged in materials ranging from 
paper to cellophane and plastics, do they 
persist in their nefarious pinning-up of shirts? 
Once perhaps this had to be done to keep 
the shirt neat on the store-shelf. Even then 
the device was a dubious one—since the pins 
are so inserted that in taking them out, at 
least one is bound to be missed. The result 
invariably is a bloody wound. Sometimes so 
much blood gets on the shirt that a second 
one must be unpinned—and at the same risk. 
Do the haberdashers—or perhaps those who 
make the shirts—harbor a secret grievance? 
Or have they developed such a pride in their 
crafty pinning that they persist in it, re- 
gardiess of bloodshed? With the world full 
of venom and acrimony, will not they, our 
friends, grant us surcease? 


Balanced AntiCommunism 


County school districts initiating plans for 
a balanced social studies course on Commu- 
nism are to be congratulated. Francis V. Lloyd 
Jr., Clayton superintendent, says seven dis- 
tricts plan to develop a course on the ‘menace 
of Communism and the threat to our civil 
liberties.” Toward that end, the county’s 
Co-operating Superintendents will take part 
in a course arranged by the national and St. 
Louis Bar Associations. 

Keeping anti-Communism in balance has 
become an educational imperative in view of 


the growing and insidious pressures of ex- | 


treme right-wing groups such as the John 
Birch Society. In trying to fight fire with 
fire, in equating subversion with anything 
they disagree with, in insisting that the main 
threat of Communism lies in their neighbor's 
house or school rather than in the Kremlin, 
the radicals of the right reduce to invisibility 
the main distinction between the American 
way that they seek to protect and the Com- 
munism they oppose. 

That main distinction is America’s funda- 
mental respect for the individual and Com- 
munism’s disrespect for him. The distinction 
is clearest in our constitutional protection for 
freedom of expression and Communism’s de- 
nial of it. Hence belief in the Bill of Rights 
and the free flow of ideas is the best basis for 
intelligent anti-Communism. That is what the 
county superintendents hope to develop.

Old City Pattern, New Migrants 


Census Shows Little Relation Between Flight to Suburbs and Cities’ Racial Content

A severe case of “hardening of the 
boundaries” during a period of mas- 
sive population growth has moved 
large American cities, _Washington 
among them, into a sort of statistical 
limbo. 


This was emphasized by the release 
of new Census Bureau data showing 
that the nation’s metropolitan com- 
munities are not as racially unbalanced 
as earlier figures indicated. 

In contrast with the earlier statistics, 
which covered only 
areas within cities’ 

The Mirror Political bound- 
aries, the new fig- 
of ures are based on 
entire metropolitan 
areas — or, as the 
Government calls 
them, ‘standard 
metropolitan statistical areas.’’ 

For metropolitan Washington, the 
new census figures show that Negroes 
make up 487,183 of the 2,001,897 total 
population, or 24.3 per cent—a figure 
that has remained fairly stable for half 
@ century. Before that, it was higher. 


This new tabulation recognizes that 
virtually all cities have spilled large 
numbers of urban-oriented families— 
city-dwellers in every modern sense of 
the word—across their invisible bound- 
aries into the adjacent suburbs. These 
families maintain strong social, eco- 
nomic and cultural ties with the cen- 
tral city. | 


In fact, Richard M. Scammon, di- 
rector-designate of the Census Bureau, 
regards today’s city as little more than 
an enlarged downtown for the metro- 
politan community. ‘‘We must develop 
a new concept of a city to replace 
one that has ceased to have real sta- 
tistical meaning,” he says. 

But Scammon holds that there is

‘‘no essential difference” between such 
developments in American cities today 
and what occurred a century ago in 
urban centers along the Eastern Sea- 
board. Low-income Negroes have 
tended to cluster in the center of the 
metropolitan area, he observes, just as 
the poor immigrant found a place to 
live in the much smaller downtown of 
yesteryear. 


Then as now, new development in 
most cities lapped outward. When a 
municipal boundary was reached, an- 
nexation was easy—something not true 
today. 

Washington of a century ago provides 
an example. The District had been 
shrunk one-third in 1846 by returning 
its original Virginia portion, yet the 
northern city limits reached only to 
Florida avenue, NW. Beyond lay the 
farms, villages and estates of Wash- 


ington County, D. C., extending to the 
Maryland line drawn in 1801. ’ 

Philadelphia attained its present size 
in 1854, San Francisco in 1856, St. Louis 
in 1876, New York in 1898. Scammon 
notes that all 10 cities in the largest 
metropolitan areas are similarly strait- 
jacketed. 


In all these cities, as in all other 
large metropolitan communities on the 
Census Bureau list, the proportion of 
Negroes in the central city thus is 
much higher than that for the metro- 
politan area. Frequently it is double. 

Scammon also notes that there is 
little apparent relationship petween the 
nation-wide “flight to the suburbs”’ and 
a community’s racial pattern. He cites 
Minneapolis, which has 2:4 per cent 
Negroes — the smallest proportion 
among the top 25 cities—which lost 
38,846 population between 1950 and 
1960. Its area gained 323,096.

Life in Germany 


With the Schmidts 


EVERYONE KNOWS what the Smith family, the typical 
American family, is like—mother and father sharing their 
brown-and-serve meals in their mortgage-covered ranch house ° 
with a TV aerial twining around the picture window, while 

— their tall teen-agers race 
each other across the pa- 
tio for the privilege of 
driving the family cars 
to the nearest steak and 
shake. 

“You and Europe,” a 
magazine published in 
Wiesbaden, Germany, re- 
cently undertook to find 
the typical German fam- 
ily, the Schmidt family. 
The Bulletin, a weekly sur- 
vey of German affairs is- 
sued by the Press and 
Information Office of the 
German Federal Govern- 
ment, has printed its find- 
ings. We think the Smiths 
and other Americans 
might find it interesting. 
The Schmidt family, 
*Mutti,” “‘Vati” and their 
CLARRSA START children, Renate, 16, and 
Karl, 7, are spending the evening at home, Renate listening 
to AFN (American Forces Network, radio station for Ameri- 
can servicemen), Vati to a quiz show, Karl in bed and sup- 
posed to be asléep but not really. 


Thus far the Schmidts have only a radio although 
one in every five of 53,000,000 Germans have TV sets 
and they hope to own one soon. They rarely go out at 
night and rarely have friends over because it’s too 
expensive on their income of $143 a month. Mother and 
father do go to the movies on Saturday nights and, ex- 
clusive of baby sitter fees, spend a little less than $1. 


The film probably will be a foreign one since 423 foreign 
films to 98 German ones were shown last year. After the 
movie they'll stop at the gasthaus next door for a beer for 
Herr Schmidt, a lemon pop for his wife. 

It will be Herr Schmidt's third or fourth beer for the day. 
Germans average a bottle per person per day and since women 
and children do not do their share, Herr Schmidt and his 
friends make up the difference. 

When they get home, Herr Schmidt will take Fifi, their 
dachshund, for a walk. Fifi is one of their real extravagances 
since her dog license costs $1.50 a month, but life without a 
dog seems incomplete for the German family. Coffee, ciga- 
rettes, liquor and dogs are taxed as luxuries. 


The Schmidts manage with careful planning to get 
by on their $143 a month, Their old-fashioned apart- 
ment costs $22 a month (under rent control) for three 
and a half big rooms. They eat little meat but con- 
sume 16 pounds of potatoes for four each week. Herr 
Schmidt and Renate eat at the canteens where they 
work and for 20 cents have a substantial noonday meal 

of soup, meat, potatoes, dessert. At night the family 
“eats “abendbrot,” or supper—bread and cold cuts or 
“soup or stew. They have no medical expenses since 
every German family earning less than $250 a month 
wpays health insurance. 


-Frau Schmidt has her dresses mihd ddirege cost $7.50— 
at the dressmaker. Her luxury is her kaffeeklatsch where the 
ladies gossip and keep up their energy with coffee, cake and 

cream. Herr Schmidt has one night out with the boys 
when he plays the card game Skat, drinks beer and argues 
politics. 

“Sixteen-year-old Renate works an 8-hour-day as an appren- 
tice stenographer for $15 a month, In time she'll take an ex- 
amination and, if qualified, will earn a starting salary of $65. 
What money she can save goes into her hope chest. In her 
dreams she envisions a bright modern apartment with Scandi- 
navian furnishings instead of the heavy dark furniture her 
parents own. And she’s sure she and her husband will not be 
“squares” like her parents but will spend their time in jazz 
cellars.instead of on Sunday afternoon walks in the woods.

HERMANN, Mo., March 30 


RAISING MUSHROOMS is like 
trying to break the bank at 
Monte Carlo. You have to have 
a system. William Harrison has 
such a system. He is a small, 
gimlet-eyed horticulturist, who 
deploys his wits against the 
mushroom’s natural enemies with 
the cool intensity of the casino 
habitue calculating how to beat 
the house. 


‘‘Mushrooms are exciting,”’ he 
says, “because growing them 
never comes out the same, All 
good games are like this. 


“When you get a bed of beau- 
tiful mushrooms you don’t break 
your arm patting yourself on 
the back. Those mushrooms are 
the result of many factors you 
didn’t have anything to do with.” 

In Hermann, about 90 miles 
west of St. Louis, Harrison grows 
his crop in the former wine 
cellars of the mellow, red brick 
Georgian buildings which before 
prohibition housed the Stone Hill 
Wine Co. For 25 years he has 
been marketing 10 tons a year 
of a succulent, delicious fungus 
found wild on open meadows and 
golf courses. 


The major portion of the croo 
is destined to delight persons 
in the St. Louis area; Harrison's 
company is the largest of several 
local growers, Twenty per cent 
of his mushrooms go to a canned 
soup company and the rest is 
shipped to southern markets. 

Mushrooms, are grown in the 
dark on series of wooden racks. 
The spores, obtained from a 
mushroom supply house near 
Philadelphia, are planted in a 
compost of cattle manure and 
straw from the Kansas City 
stockyards. Additional elements 
such as gypsum, dried brewer's 
grain or ground corn cobs are 
used as needed, 

About six weeks after planting, 
the fruiting bodies, the edibie 
portion, appear above the soil, 
In the gloom the newly-sprouted 
bed looks as though it bore a 
crop of white china-headed pins. 
By the fourth day this pin head 
can be three inches across, with 
a luster half way between an 
egg and a pearl. 


A ripe mushroom has a gently 
rounded top, whose curve indi- 
cates its peak of perfection to an 
experienced worker. It must then 
be gathered immediately before 
the breaking of the ‘“‘veil,” a 
thin membrane which covers the 
pink spore-bearing gills on the 
under side of the crown. 

By the light of their miners’ 
cap lamps, mushroom gatherers 
pick ripe mushrooms with the 
skillful twist of an expert den- 
tist extracting a tooth by the 
roots. “Except,” commented 
Harrison, “that my workers 
don’t have to brace their feet. 
Mushrooms are very co-opera- 
tive patients.’’ 

In the growing season between 
Cctober and June, a bed may 
produce six or eight ‘‘breaks,’’ 
that is, it can be harvested six 
or eight times from the same 
spore planting. A mean tempera- 
ture of 54 degrees is ideal for 
growing, though production can 
be accelerated or slowed by 
slightly warming or cooling the 
caves. The soil is kept moist by 
a fine water spray to the con- 
sistency of a successful sand 
castle. Average yield is 2% 
pounds of mushrooms per square 
foot. 


There is nothing quite so 
seemingly peaceful and inno- 
cent as a bed of round white 
mushrooms, but the business 
of raising them is fast-chang- 
ing and hazardous. Timing is 
one of the great difficulties. 
This year the two three-day 
holidays at Christmas and New 
Year’s upset Stone Hill’s grow- 
ing rhythms considerably. 


“We held back the crop so 
it wouldn’t ripen at the wrong 
time and it took us weeks to 
get back into high gear,” Harri- 
son said. On the other hand, a 
spell of unseasonably warm 
weather can make his crop 
literally mushroom, and then 
Harrison finds his soup com- 
pany contract a comforting 
backlog—the company will 
often take his surplus off his 
hands. “When you've got a 
ton of mushrooms around your 
neck, you've got to find a 
home for them today. Not to-

morrow, Today.” 


*‘Mushrooms are not tempera- 
mental,” said Harrison. ‘They 
respond immediately to the treat- 
ment we give them. This is a 
highly scientific field. But the 
trouble is that the surface of 
mushroom culture has just been 
scratched. Often mushrooms are 
responding to factors you know 
nothing about. For instance, last 
year it took me months to find 
out my recipe for casing soil was 
wrong. By that time I'd lost 
thousands of mushrooms. If you 
think you’re real hot, try grow- 
ing mushrooms. It'll take it out 
of you. The very first crop I 
raised, I discovered a new 
disease. 


“You can’t be romantic about 
this business,’”’ he continued. 
*‘Most of the time I’m mucking 
about in manure, being half 
monkey. Every morning I climb 
up and inspect every bed in 
every tier. The tallest vault holds 
10 tiers of beds. I check every 
one for ripeness, humidity, tem- 
perature, disease.” 


Obviously, to him his ghostly 
edibles are only chips in the

ly with nature. “You make one 
misplay and you've had it,” he 
says. 

When we emerged above ground 
to his office, he showed me two 
elderly, brownish mushrooms 
pickled in alcohol.

Insects can 
eat strychnine because they 
have such a primitive nervous 
system. Only by buying your 
mushrooms boxed from a mar- 
ket can you be sure of getting 
edible ones, unless you are a 
botanist.”

No,hair-pulling 
doesn’t “cause stutter- 
ing.” But sometimes 
a youngster starts to 
stutter when, for one 
reason or another, he’s 
just trying too hard to 
do whatever he thinks 

he’s supposed ‘to do. 
Too much pressure, 
2 2g too much fear, too much 
uncertainty is hard on 

DR. MOLNER any child. (Or on any 
adult, for that matter.) 

Most young ones are naughty some of the time. 

In fact, that’s the way children learn. They try this, 

try that. They don’t know, automatically, what’s right 

and wrong. They have to learn. 

When they are praised or rewarded for doing something, 
they learn that it is right. When they are punished for doing 
something, they learn that it is wrong. And when, for doing 
the same thing, they sometimes are rewarded, and sometimes 
punished, they naturally become confused and don’t know 
what is right. 

Rarely is it necessary to hurt a child—some experts say 
it is never necessary. I’m not so sure. I think sometimes a 
moderate but immediate spank is the best way to make clear 
the right way to behave. 

Other times it’s much more effective to tell a child to 
sit in a corner for five or 10 minutes. More frequently, it’s 
sufficient just to say firmly, ‘““That’s not the way to do.” 

But pulling a child’s hair—six times a day? Ab- 
solutely not! That’s never the way to discipline a 
child. And when it is done all the time, and the child 
screams with pain, you can be sure that he is being 
hurt more than just physically. The child is being 
frightened and abused—not taught. 

. The uncertainty, fear and nervousness might help 


course, but a noticeable 
difference between the sexes lies 
in their approach to salads. A 
man likes a salad of hefty con- 
tent, thick with rich dressing, 
strongly seaSoned and containing 
anything that isn‘t incompatible. 
But does he get it? Very sel- 
dom. The reason being that the 
kitchen is usually the Little Wom- 
an’s domain, and her idea of a 
salad is, first, something dainty, 
and, second, something made 
out of fruit accompanied by such 
things as whipped cream, mayon- 
naise, salad dressing, cottage 
cheese, candied fruits and little 
curlicues made out of carrots. 
I knew a woman once who could 
do a passable reproduction of 
the Taj Mahal with bananas, 
melon balls, pineapple chunks 
cottage cheese. It was a real 
work of art, even if it wasn't fit 
to eat. 


The only hope for the hapless 
male is to make his own salads. 
And the first thing he has to 
overcome is the idea, fostered 
these many years by the gentler 
sex, that there is something very 
mysterious about salads. The 
right combination of greens and 
the right dressing and all that 
stuff. 

The right combination of 
greens is the combination you 
like, and the same goes for the 
dressing. If you like vinegar and 
oil, fine. If you like Russian 
dressing or thousand island 
dressing you don’t have to apol- 
ogize to anyone. 

I have a friend who makes 
his own salads every time his 
wife’s back is turned, and he 
makes the best salad I ever ate. 
And believe it or not, he never 
had a lesson in his life. While 
green goods form the basis of 
his salads, he throws in just 
about everything within easy 
reach. Tomatoes, hard-boiled 
eggs, little hunks of salami, 
then slices of cold chicken or 
turkey or beef, some pitted ripe 
olives, some anchovies—every- 
thing but carrots. If there is 
one thing that shouldn't be al- 
lowed to light in a salad, it’s a 
raw carrot. 

When he has these greens anu 
other goodies combined and 
well chilled, he puts some salt 
in the bottom of a small mixing 
bowl (to act as an abrasive) 
then he puts in a clove of garlic 
and crushes and pulverizes it. 
Then he pours a mixture of olive 
oil and good herb vinegar in 
proportions to suit himself. He 
grinds in some fresh pepper, 
mixes it well, pours it on the 
salad and tosses it gently but 
firmly. It makes a meal. 


DURING the lean winter 
months, the salad maker is con- 
fined pretty much to lettuce and 
celery and hothouse cucumbers. 
But for the rest of the year the 
variety is great—romaine, chic- 
ory, escarole, endive, radishes, 
shallots, watercress, chives and 
fresh mint, to name a few. 

Vegetables can be excellent in 
salad. For instance, try a salad 
made of a pound of cooked, cold 
green beans, a tablespoon of 
finely chopped offion and a table- 
spoon of finely chopped parsley. 
Make a dressing of two parts 
olive oil to one part wine vine- 
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While green goods ioe the basis of his salads, he throws 
in just about everything in easy reach.

Or, cook a box of frozen broc- 
coli and let it cool. Mix it with 
a Sliced avocado, a tablespoon 
of chopped chives and a fourth 
of a bunch of watercress.

Gary Cooper, in one of his 
infrequent appearances on the 
home screen, acted as narra- 
tor of the hour and showed to 
fine advantage in the drawl 
for which he is famed. 


But “‘the Real West” was ex-

On the 
screen there was a succession 
of superb old pictures that with 
animation conveyed a truly liv- 
ing sense of the historic West; 
on the sound track of the film 
there was heard the brilliant 
script by Philip Reisman Jr., 
whose words were packed with 
modern bite, humor and tart ob- 
servation.
